Distribution  is  by  means  of  East  iron 
mains.  The  water  is  of  a satisfactory  quality,  its  quantity  being 
unsatisfactory.  The  water  is  plumbo- solvent,  and  the  use  of  lead 
pipes  is  prohibited.
